Facilities 

Founded in 1840, this business has grown to enormous 
proportions, occasioned by the rapid increase in the volume 
of trade in the United States and in other countries.

Packing 

Great care is taken in connection with the packing of 
our products for ocean transportation so that damage and 
loss may be avoided. All products are securely boxed in 
cases, made of heavy lumber, and reinforced with wire 
straps. This prevents breakage in case of rough handling. 

In packing forks and hoes, there is usually some vacant 
space in the cases, and this may be profitably utilized by 
including in orders some smaller articles such as handles, 
ferrules, D-tops, etc. These additional goods can be put in 
without increasing the size of the case. In this manner 
handles can be included with other goods and packed with¬ 
out casing charges. A saving of freights and a saving of 
casing charges will result and customers will frequently 
find it to their advantage to order in this way. 

Packing Data 

‘‘Loose” packing means that the tools are packed in 
single pieces—not first tied in dozen bundles. Several 
methods of packing are employed, all being thoroughly suit¬ 
able for the absolute protection of the contents of the re¬ 


spective cases. The number of “dozens” in the cases vary: 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 10, 12 15, 20, 25, 30, 40, 45, 50, as the 

sizes of the different articles will permit. 

The dimensions of cases regularly used range from 8x8 
X 2^4 ft. (2,4 X 2,4 X 0,8 m.) to 2% x 2% x 3V^ ft. (0,8 x 
0,8 X 1,1 m.) ; hoe blades, however, will pack into a still 
smaller box. 

The gross weights of the cases vary from 118 lbs. (54 
kg.) to 1150 lbs (520 kg.). The following table gives 
data on the cases most frequently shipped. From this table 
rough estimates can be made of the weights and dimensions 
of other shipments.
